distress, assumes two premises! 
which are, to say the least 
doubtful. ‘The palliative, as out- 
lined in a despateh published on 
Monday, was, briefly, the revision 
‘of the prohibition’ amendment, 
which revision, it was contended| 
in the abbreviated report receiv-| 
fed over the cables, would provide} 
‘the national exchequer with suff 
cient funds to mitigate if not 
completely cure the present pri 
vations under which a large sec- 
tion of the population of thel 
United States is labouring. 
at were simply a case of figures, 
there would be something to. be 
raid on behalf of the suggestion. 
For it has been conservatively! 
estimated that boctleggers and 
others concerned in the manu 
facture and distribution — of! 
liquor, in violation of the pro- 
bition laws, derive an annual 
revenue of between two and three 
thousand million dollars. Even| 
if the total of the unemployed in 
the United States should reach] 
the figure of seven million, which 
it is sincerely to be hoped it will 
rot do, the. sum of between two} 
and three thousand million dol- 
lars would go a. long way to 
abolishing distress. The division 
of this sum among the jobless, 
many of whom are now depen- 
dent upon charity for the very 
bread which preserves their life, 
‘would mean an income of between 
$285 and $430 per annum for| 
cach man, without taking into! 
cossideration the saving to the 
ationsl. excheuer of the vast 
amounts spent “pon probibition| 
enforcement end preventive! 
services, which cve at present a 
burden ‘upon the tax payer and 
upon: revenue producing indus-| 
try. On the face of it, there 
fore, the provosai appears to be| 
eminently sound, 


But the problem is not so| 
simple as that. Ignoring the 
fact that prohibition has never 
Jain far beneath the surface of 
American polities and its effects| 
‘upon the presidential nomina- 
tions of next year, the revision of 
the 18th Amendment or the aboli- 
tion of the Volstead Act would 
create a fresh set of’ problems) 
almost a8 grave as those of pro- 
hibition itself. Tt should te re- 
membered that the social system 
of the United States has been| 
adapting itself to the facts of; 
prohibition: The most visible. 
part of this adaptation has been| 
seen in the. growth of lawlessness| 
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ruption fostered by their ill-got-| 
ten wealth. Should prohibition 
be abolished immediately, there| 
would be hundreds of thousands| 
‘of men who have been making| 
god money outside the law 
thrown on the the employment! 
market: men whose habits’ of| 
silkshirted luxury would  be| 
iMadapted for a return to] 
the common cotton and flannel 
‘of labour and whose predatory’ 
instincts would be as great al 
‘menace to society when they were 
deprived of their easy and luera- 
tive grafts as they are. at pre- 
sent. ‘The abslition or even re 
vision of the prohitition laws is| 
not a matter simply for a vote 
in the legislature. It is far 
greater. It would create 2 pro- 
lem as difficult of solution as! 
the “noble experiment” itself. 
‘This vital fact is apparently for-| 
gotten: in the assumption of the 
‘Federation of Labour that revi-| 
ston of the “ry” laws would 
rove the answer to the pressing 
dificulties of the moment. 


Hardly less doubtful is the 
other premise set forth by the| 
Federation—the statement that] 
‘the American worker does _not| 
want the dole. ‘This would be] 
more accurate if it stated that] 
the American worker does not| 
want the abuses of the dole. For| 
ithe last fifty years there has been| 
‘a steadily growing movement in| 
the United States in favour of| 
social insurance. ‘The truth of| 
this statement is not to be found 
in the argumen's for and against 
such measures, but in the his 
tory of their growth. This shows 
that not once have any of the 
gradual steps taken in the direc- 
tion of social insurance been re- 
traced: never has industry been 
foreed to go back and relegislate 
where once it has sanctioned| 
legislation in favour of bettering, 
ithe lot of the employed classes. 
[Social insurance, however, still 
remains. a bogey to the unthink- 
jing masses, “And there is small 
wonder at this. The progress it 
has made has beech almost. im- 
perceptible. There has been 
legislation step by _step—the 
American movement speaks of 
‘workmen's compensation, mother's 

















wage fund ‘reserves, and what 
not. But in the sum_ th 
Yhings is only what Europe 
calls social insurance. It is, 
however, over that most im: 
portant ‘branch of social insur- 
ance, unemployfiént insurance, 
that’ the articulate sections of 
[American capital and labour have 
stuck most immovably. It is} 
important not to forget the ad-| 
jective “articulate”. , For. the| 
‘American Federation $f Labour, 
though the most powerful poli- 
tical group of organized labour in 
the United States, is by no 
means as_ representative as, 
say, the Trades Union Con:

ative of British labour. | Tt has 
a membership of only 8,000,000, 
which ia a small proportion 
fof the workers of the coun- 
try. Nor can it be truthfully 
jsaid that American capital is op- 
posed to memployment | insur- 
lence. The majority of it may 
lhe opposed to state insurance, but 
JAmerican industry has taken 
he lead in many ways of better- 
ing. the condition of the employee, 
jand the method of unemployment 
insurance has been successfully 
tried in many branches. In the 
Chicago clothing trade, for inst- 
ance, a contractual unemployment 
insurance scheme was inaugurated 
in 1922, about 4! per cent. of 
ithe wage sale being set aside 
for the rainy day. ‘The experi- 
ment has had remarkable results 
[Since it was started about six 
‘million dollars have been paid out 
to 22,000 workers. This year the 
reserve fund will be called upon’ 
for one million dollars, but it can 
meet the demand without di 
elty. ‘Not once has the industry 
been forced to ask for outside| 
laid. It has been able to fend for 
itself. This contractual ‘system 
lof unemployment insurance or 
unemployment reserve fonds has 
proved successful in other lines!

THE SLUMP IN RAW 
COTTON. 
Aug. 12. 

American cotton has. slumped 
Jn Liverpool and New York ina 
manner which has caused the 
markets of the world to rever- 
berate with excitement, It is 
easy to understand dislocation 
of ‘business in the principal 
centres of the cotton trade, and 
depression because of los: 
incurred by those who hi 
been buying cotton forward. 
reference to the telegrams coi 
tained in the commercial page 
of this issue will show no 
suggestion anywhere that such 
depression dr the present period 
of low prices is likely to be 
short-lived. For this there is 
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the excellent reason that the 
estimates of crop production 
issued by 
Government

Thus, 
while “private ‘estimates have 
recently hesitated to go beyon

is that the Bureau does not rely 
solely upon its own investigat- 
ors, although these are steadily 
at work, but farmers, bankers 
and others in the cotton belt 
contribute their "knowledge  of| 
conditions which enables. the 
Bureati to compile. the highly 
scientific estimate which is 
sven to the world. “Had. the 
private estimate of 13,000,000 
bales proved. correct at the 
Present’ juncture there would 
have been no. cause for. sur- 
Brise, notwithstanding that the 
oficial one is so. much larger. 
Jaly and August ‘are the two 
‘most dangerous months for the 
growing cotton, and the ravages 
of boll weevil during this period 
may, easily reduce the visible 
crop’ by a8 -much as twenty per 
cent, and this is why at the be- 
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ginning of July estimates are 
falways made on the most con- 
servative basis, This year July 
fand the first quarter of August 
have been ideal for the growth 
of cotton and inimical to the 
boll weevil, hence the Bureau's 
Jarge estimate. It is true that 
there are still three dangerous 
Weeks ‘to go, but there is no 
hint of much apprehension at. 
the moment. 

This unexpectedly large 
Bureau estimate, with its cor- 
responding collapse in_ prices, 
opens out a wide field of discus: 
sion, but it is convenient to 
consider one or two points to 
the exclusion of others. It does 
not seem possible to get away 
from the fact that the cotton 
farmers-are still suffering from 
the “mistaken policy of the 
United States Farm Board when 
during April and May, 1930, it 
decided to stimulate the market 
by purchasing surplus cotton. 
‘This action was taken in the 
planting season, and but for its 
artificial maintenance of the 
price of the staple, the farmers 
‘would probably have come to the 
conclusion that the only policy 
for their salvation lay in the 
reduction of the acreage plant- 
ed. Nothing of the sort ws 
‘done, and there was a carry-over 
‘of roughly 9,000,000 bales on the 
year, The result is that with a 
potential output for this year of 
15,500,000 bales, there is 24,- 
500,000 bales of American cot- 
ton available for. the world’s 
consumption. Against this it 
has to be borne in mind that 
the world consumption between 
August, 1930, and August, 1981, 























was about 12,000,000 bales, and 
‘en ifsthis figure is quite Iarge- 
ly exceeded the surplus twelve 





months hence i

Local Chinese Community 
Greatly Concerned 


‘The local Chinese community is 
‘very mitch concerned over the sud- 
den increase in the price of rice. 
In spite of the action of the Bureau 
of "Social Affairs for Greater 
Shanghai limiting the price of the 
best quality to $17 a picul, quota- 
tions ‘on Aug. 13 in Nantao and 
Chapel stood ‘between $19.50 and 
$20, with every, prospect that the 
latter figure will be passed within 
the next few days 

Naturally, it is the poor who 
hhave to sulfer,. people like the 
Tiesha and the handeart - coolies 
who, with their families, are forced 
to live @ hand to mouth existence.

Here the subscribers cables and 
trunk cables—some of which earry

This 
carries equipment which protects 
the exchange apparatus from pos- 
sible damage due to extraneous

{it was seen that the anchors, 


WAISHING WRECKED NEAR 
WENCHOW 

Aug. 14, 
Battered by the sea, pillaged by 
pirates and worn and’ weary with 
fatigue, 43 survivors of the wreck 
Jof the L-CS. Waishing arrived in 
Shanghai yesterday morning a 
passengers aboard the CNS. 
Kuangtung, bringing with them 
harrowing tales of the night's battle 
‘with the typhoon which drove their 
ship ashore at Namkwan Bay last 
Monday morning. 

Both passengers and membeis of 
the crow of the ill-fated craft were 
included among the rescued brought 
here by the Kuangtung, which was 
the first vessel to arrive at, Nam- 
/kwan Bay, near Wenchow, ‘in re- 
sponse to the 8.0.8. broadcast after 
the disaster. When the Kuangtung 
eft’ the scene of the wreck after 
rendering all the aid possible, the 
Waishing was high and dry on the 
rocks, with her master, Captain T. 
Hughes, and a skeleton crew still 
aboard,’ awaiting the arrival of the 
salvage str, Yusto Maru, due there 
Jat_noon yesterday. The H.M.S.

After prolonged negotiations, an 
agreement settling the dispute over 
the lease of Kin-lee-yuan Wharf, 
French Bund, has been reached be 
‘tween the China Merchants S.N. Co. 
and the Societé des . Missions 
Rtrangers, In accordance with 
‘the agreement, which was signed 
on August 15; the French mission 
agreed to sell the wharf in question 
to the Chinese company for Tis. 
275,000 and gave up its former 
‘demand for Tis, 390,000 for the pro 
perty. 

The dispute arose in October, 
1929, when the China Merchants 
. » lessees of the wharf, were 
involved ‘in financial difficulties and 
failed to pay the rent falling due. 
‘The Societé des Missions Etrange- 
res, owners of the property, then 
sued the Chinese company in the 
former French Mixed Court, asking: 
not only for the immediate payment 
of the rent, but also for the cancella~ 
tion of the contract concerning the 
lease of the wharf on the ground 
that the Chinese company had failed 
to pay the rent rogularly for the 
several months preceding. Judg- 
ment was given in favour of the 
French mission, 


‘The Chinese company, however, 
refused to surrender the property 
and asked the Court for a suspen- 
sion of its decision, their contention 
being that they, by reclaiming the 
foreshore of the wharf and by rent~

CHOLERA NEAR 
SHANGHAI 


Five New Fatal Cases are 
Reported 


According to the latest bulletin’ 
issued by Dr. Wu Lien-teh, 
director of the Central Cholera 
Bureau of the National Health 

ration, the three local muni- 
cipalities continue to report the 
absence of cholera cases within| 
their areas. Mass vaccination is 
still being ‘carried on on a wide 
seale, emphasis being laid on 
factories and the poorer and less 
hygienic districts where water, 
pollution and fly infection are more. 
feared than other places, 

The situation at Chou-py, a 
district 10 miles from Chowkatu 
(on the Pootung side of the river, 
which is accessible by light railway, 
jis still bad. Since the beginning of 
the limited outbreak three weeks 
ago, 18 cases have been definitely 
ascertained, of which five have 
proved fatal, the cured patients 
responding ‘quickly to saline 
infusion treatment It is of interest, 
to note that all the sick were non- 
vaccinated persons. These cases 
have been confined to a small area 
of about a mile square, 

So far as can be determined, the 
patients have been infected, not 
through water supply, but through 
conveyance of cholera vibrios by 
flies. Preventive measures have, 
therefore, been taken in this 
connection. Up to date, ai 
cholera vacinations have been per- 
formed "on 6,700 individuals, 
Vaccination squads travel by rail- 
way eight times a day so that no 
‘one coming to Shanghai from the 
infected district may escape im- 
munisation, On the whole, the local 
epidemic has been successfully con- 
trolled, for none of the stations on 
the way to Shanghai has so far 
been attacked.

Eight of Crew Drowned: Only 
One Saved 


‘Smashed to picces in the heavy 
fale on August 10, the Wang-loong, 
‘sand boat, sank’ at Tungsha Spit 
‘outside Woosung and carried eight 
members of her erew to the bottom 
with her. Only one man survived. 
‘The Wang-loong was on her way 
to Shanghai from Yingkow bring- 
ing about $10,000 worth of cargo on 
board when she encountered the 
gale. Finding horself tossed about 
like @ match box and realizing the 
‘danger of trying to reach Shanghai 
the Wang-loong made for. the 
‘Tsungming Isiands only to find that 
conditions there were worse. Waves 
washed aboard and soon the little 
raf strained under her heavy load, 
A few minutes later, the force of 
the gale and the ‘waves began 
smashing her up and, in spite of 
‘the valiant efforts on the part of 
the crew, the Wang-loong went to 
the bottom, carrying eight of her 
nine sailors. with her. 
ging to a board which he 
managed to eatch hold of, the re- 
maining man was thrown’ into the 
water and tossed about mercilessly 
by the ‘waves for more than eight 
hours until finally, exposed and 
hopeless he was picked up by a boat 
which happened to be passing and 
brought to Woosung. There he was 
‘handed over to the authorities who 
gave him a little money and a, 
ticket to Shanghal.

filched from them go into the coffers 
of the officials instead of in wages 
and materials for the repair 
dykes ete,, they will turn and rend

ese crew were battling for their 
lives. What are we to think of 
such a people? 

If foreigners have any money to| 
spare (and I imagine few of them 
have) let them subscribe to a fund 
in aid of those foreigners who were 
murdered and injured ‘at Nanking’ 
not very long ago or in helping the 
foreign masters and officers of the 
China Merchants’ $.N.Co., 
not been paid their salaries 
pensions for months.

The result, is that the logs, which 
are towed to the mill-pond in great 
‘booms by steam tugs, require large- 
‘scale machinery in order that they 
may be handled economically. 
First, slabs’ are cut off by whir= 
ring bandsaws, ond in mavy cases 
the. log is immediately reduced 0 
jadimension timber for export as 
sich. The side pieces that are cut 
off proceed to a re-saw which cuts 
them up into much smaller planks} 
ledgers take off the bark, and then 
‘the conglomeration of all sizes and 
thicknesses proceeds to the butters, 
Directing the operation of the 
Dutting saws is a man who must 
kcow his lumber thoroughly and 
‘also be quick to act; he has at his 
command saws spaced two fect

From the outside it looks like 
the entrance to a temple whose 
very gods have gone out of com- 





mission. Stones misshapen to

ous chamber sit coolly clad 
clerks, whose business appears 
to be the sale of tea done up in 
small packages of yellow paper, 
with red labels describing its 
Virtues. The traveller may check 
his progress to refresh his mind 
before crossing the threshold. 
The card in his hand, however, 
reassures him. It says quite 
plainly: | “Foreign-style hotel. 
Barber shop. Movie picture: 
So this must be the hostel itzelf, 
disguised as a small grocery 
store supposedly in order to 
deceive the customer who wishes 
to find a purely Chinese inn, 
For a foreign-style hotel in the 
interior is an exclusive institu. 
tion. It is doubly exclusive if 
it has “movie pictures,” even 
though they may be ‘in the 
embryo stage. That ia to say 
there are no “movie pictures, 
except in the optimistic mind of 
the manager. For him the 
“movie pictures” are already on 
view, since he has decided to 
instal the necessary apparatus 
some time or other, It is com- 
forting, moreover, to think that 
“movie pictures” ‘are not essen- 
tial to comfort, however forcign- 
you may be, And s0, 
ig satisfied yourself that 
the combination of cinemato- 
graphic entertainment and the 
provision of the stalf of life has 
‘ot no further than the stage of 
ricketty mat-shed, you seek 
ur room, Here you hope for 
foreign-style comfort. 





























Your room is on the first floor. 
At first you may be surprised at 
the evidences that it has been 
used from time to time as a 
banqueting chamber. There 
are tables, a eruet or so, seve: 
bottles of Worcester sauce, and 
innumerable cuspidors, ‘There 
ig also a bed. It is large and 
eurtained somewhat grimily Tt 
bears traces of having been used 
for the smoking of opium. Its 
aroma is anything but foreign- 
style, But it is a bed and is 
cleaner than most. If you 
have travelled, however, you 
will not be worried by’ little 
things like these. Nor will you 
take any notice of the interested 
group of servants and coolies 
who stand at your door and look 
atolidly at everything you do, as 
if they expected you to lock 
yourself away in_your 
‘at any momtent. » Behind 
line of spectators you wi 
glimpses of your fellow guests 
in the hostelry.

In 
this method of extortion mine 
host of course has the full 
support of the domestics.

And 
those who have not shared in 
the loot naturally do not wish to 
allow so soft a customer as x 
foreigner to escape without 
dipping their fingers as deeply 
as may be into his pockets. 
Hence your protests are futile. 
Persisted iu, they may cause 
unthinkable ‘inconvenience and 
you may be forced to shoulder 
your baggage olsewhere your- 
self. ‘The only discernible 
motive for this kind of thing is 
the belief thet all foreigners are 
in China for the purpose of 
robbing the country, and that, 
therefore, it is legitimate in 
2 foreign-style hostelry to rob 
the foreigner as much as pos- 
sible. This treatment will make 
him feel at home.
